The House tentatively approved 
both major sections of the bill by 
overwhelming votes Monday, and 
scheduled it for a final vote today 
before sending it to the Senate.

allowed to vote stated his opposition to 
the case but all other members ap­ 
proved the zoning change (Lionel 
Berry 
was 
not 
present 
at 
the 
meeting.) 
A 21.9 acre tract west of Spring 
Creek and adjacent to the Ports O’Call 
and Copper Creek Additions was also 
approved for SF-2 residential use. 
John Randall told the commission 
that LSB-ROH Joint Venture I will 
consist of 59 lots. 
Commissioners also approved the 
rezoning of a 3.06 acre parcel in the 
Los Rios Addition as a housekeeping 
measure. The property which is north 
of FM 544 and west of Los Rios Blvd. 
was zoned as SF-3 and MF-2. 
The final plat of the Plano Coit 
Substation gained unanimous ap­ 
proval but the preliminary plat of 
Riverbend Addition III passed on a 3-1 
vote (Bob McCurley opposing. 
McCurley apparently had some 
concern about the potential flooding 
effect that developing the tract would 
have on downstream property. Jerry 
Stiles will be required to make some 
arrangement for installing a 72-inch 
box culvert on Park Blvd. at Prairie 
Creek but staff members said they see 
no problem with flooding outside the 
100-year flood plain. 
Two work sessions, each lasting 
more than an hour, were also held 
Monday night to consider amend­ 
ments to the zoning ordinance. 
On the first problem—changing 
required floor areas in residential 
districts—commissioners 
requested 
staff members to come up with the 
best solution. 
Jim Rice suggested that minimum 
floor areas either be changed to 1,000 
square feet (SF-5), 1400 square feet 
(SF-4), 1700 square feet (SF-3), 2000 
square feet (SF-2) and 2200 square 
feet (SF-1) or that each classification 
remain the same and add a single 
alternate similar to the 1000-1400-1700- 
2000-2200 requirements. 
The commission is also considering 
reducing the front building line from 
30 to 25 feet. This would allow 
developers to provide a larger 
backyard which commissioners felt 
would be of better use to most 
families. 
Members also agreed to recom­ 
mend that a new duplex zoning 
classification be created to allow the 
residences to be sold separately. 
Commissioners determined that 
existing duplexes should not be 
divided unless improved to meet the 
building code of two one-hour fire 
walls. 
Presently duplexes are required to 
have only a single one-hour fire wall. 
Chief Building Official Ralph Shick 
said that homes within two feet of the 
building line are required to have one- 
hour walls. He ruled that since a 
duplex would have only a building line 
between the sections, it must conform 
to the two wall provision.

LAREDO, Tex. (UPI) - 
At dusk the river is a dull, 
deep green, the color of a 
freshly cut Christmas tree or 
a piece of fine Chinese jade. 
It ripples white over the 
shallows and swirls thickly 
around the supports of the 
sparkling 
new 
Juarez- 
Lincoln 
In te rn a tio n a l 
Bridge. 
For 1,900 miles the river, 
called the Rio Grande by 
those in the north and the Rio 
Bravo by those in the south, 
forms the lifeline of people it 
passes in two countries. 
From its birthplace in 
Colorado’s 
San 
Juan 
Mountains, the river heads 
straight south, bisecting 
New Mexico. At El Paso, the 
sprawling m etropolis in 
extreme southwest Texas, it 
swings southeast.

The DPS also figures there 
are about 400-500 major traf­ 
fickers operating in the 
state. They count a major 
trafficker anyone who deals 
in illegal narcotics by the 
ton.

organization,” said Howell. 
A dedicated officer from 
Daingerfield in northeast 
Texas, Howell, 38, volun­ 
teered for the narcotics 
division eight years ago and 
doesn’t mind the uphill 
battle. 
The DPS figures it is 


stopping less than IO per cent 
of the illicit drug traffic in 
the state and admits its 
present efforts are not going 
to stop smuggling. 
“It’s obvious we're not 
winning (the war against 
traffickers),” said A. F. 
Hacker, the head of the DPS 
narcotics section. “But the 
fact we exist and they know 
it helps.” 
The problem from the au­ 
thorities’ point of view is 
enormous. It takes two days 
to drive from Brownsville to 
El Paso and almost two 
hours to fly it non-stop in a 
jetliner. 
“It (the border) is an 800- 
mile-wide hole we’re trying 
to fill,” one drug agent said. 
The best the agents can do. 
considering the distances 
and manpower, is hit or 
miss. 
The DPS has fewer than 
200 men assigned to help 
stem the flow statewide, 
including two dozen officers 
financed by a special $1 
million federal grant.

PSHS Girls Finish 2nd In Regional Tourney 


Wildcats Top Conroe,65-52; Lose To 
, 54-47

Short on heighth but long on talent and determination - 
that is an apt description of the Plano Senior High Wildcat 
girl’s basketball team. 
Plano was the shortest of the four teams competing 
Saturday in the Regional Tournament at College Station. 
However, the Wildcats proved they were far from being the 
shortest on gam e skills as they strolled past first round 
opponent Conroe, 65-52. 
In the championship of the tournament, District 13- 
AAAA’s Plano almost knocked off the state’s top ranked 
team, South Oak Cliff. The Wildcats led for three and one- 
half quarters of the game in losing 54-47. 
It was in their game against SCH’ that Plano won the ad­ 
miration of the small but vocal crowd at G. Robie White 
Coliseum at College Station. Had Plano not gotten in foul 
trouble, they probably would have won the ball game. 
“We definitely were in trouble most of the gam e,” Coach

Gary Blair of SOC said. “ I don’t know if we could have pulled 
it out if Plano hadn’t got in foul trouble.” 
Plano pulled in front of SOC 20-12 in the first quarter and 
took a halftime lead of 33-23. 
The Wildcats took that lead by playing aggressive defense 
and moving the ball well on offense. 
Forward Jean Zirkelbach ripped the net for 15 points in the 
first half and Anne Arledge dumped 12 points in the hoop for 
Plano. Mary Jo VanDerlinden added six points in keeping 
SOC’s guards guessing. 
Plano’s guards defensed SOC according to game plan in 
causing key turnovers and coming up with key rebounds. 
However, Plano’s guards drew heavy fouls in the process. 


Defense in Foul Trouble 
In the second half, all three of Plano’s starting guards 
were bench ridden due to foul trouble. Melinda Smith at 5-10, 
Kathy Patterson at 5-9 and Karen Smith at 5-7 represented 
more than just Plano’s starting guards. They are also 
Plano’s tallest players and best rebounders against SOC’s 
tree-tall forwards. 
With Plano’s starting guards on the bench most of the third 
and a portion of the fourth quarter, SOC’s Golden Bears were 
able to pull even at 44-44 with 4:13 remaining. 
The dam age was done. Melinda Smith fouled out of the 
game and the duo of Patterson and Karen Smith were 
stymied because of their foul trouble. SOC took advantage 
and shot ahead to their winning score of 54-47. 


The Wildcats might have lost the game but they proved a 
point - they belonged at the Regional Tournament. 
Plano was the only team at the tournament which received 
a bye. Other teams, SOC. Duncanville and Conroe, earned 
their way through bi-district games.

Plano earned their spot in the championship by beating 
highly regarded Conroe, 65-52. 
Plano dominated the action in executing their defense and 
offense the way Coach Barnes wanted. 
Piano s forwards were unstoppable and Conroe’s guards 
found that out. All three starting guards for Conroe fouled 
out and left Plano with easy shots. 
The score could have been worse if Coach Barnes hadn’t 
called off the rout. 
Jean Zirkelbach rung up 36 points against Conroe. Anne 


Arledge followed with 17 points while Kathy Patterson put 12 
points on the board. 
A variety of players were used against Conroe because 
Plano’s guards were in foul trouble. Patterson was switched 
to forward when she reached her third foul. Karen Smith 
fouled out and Melinda Smith ended the game at four fouls. 
However, unlike their game with SOC, the foul trouble 
didn t hurt Plano. The replacements for Plano’s defense did 
well in continuing the dominance the starters exhibited.
